friends, as well as those with whom 
he has been affiliated closely, have 
been wholly unaware of his plans un- 


til they would read his own public 
announcements. 
When F. F. Proctor was brought 


into the fold, after he had been for 
years an active opponent, the con- 
ferences were so secret that even Wm. 
Morris, who had charge of the Proc- 
tor bookings and was most affected 
by the change, did not know his own 
fate until he had read of it in the 
papers after it was all signed and 
sealed. and when the Fifth Avenue 
Theatre was bought outright, involv- 
ing over one million dollars, the most 
astonished man of all was Mr. Proctor 
himself, who woke up one morning to 
find his pet theatre in the possession 
of his rival. It was this ingenious, 
cautious procedure that resulted in 
bringing the firm of Keith & Proctor 
into being. 

It Was quite the same a year later, 
when the papers were printing stories 
to the effect that the Keith interests 
were to be cast into oblivion by the 
entrance of the Western vaudeville 
managers into the East; but this did 
not happen. But what do you sup- 
pose did happen? Well, one fine mor- 
ning, like a thunderbolt from a clear 
sky, the Western vaudeville managers 
arose to find that they had Mr. Beith 
for a partner. Instead of reducing 
Mr. Keith’s sway in the East, they 
found that Albee had quietly bought 
the theatres in Cincinnati, Louisville 
and Indianapolis. Not a word was 
printed until the deal was an assured, 
incontrovertible fact. 

Perhaps the crowning achievement 
along these lines was when rumor had 
named Martin Beck as the purchaser 
of the Victoria Theatre in New York. 
This meant in time that the Orpheum 
Circuit would have a New York out- 
let, and the effect would be to great- 
ly change the vaudeville map. 

What really did occur was this: Mr. 
Albee, by payment to Oscar Hammer- 
stein of the sum of $100,008 cash, has 
an option by which he can at any 
time buy the Victoria Theatre at an 
agreed figure, and in the meantime no 
one else can buy it. That’s all 

It is this manner of man who has 
brought about discipline and rectitude 
in the conduct of the vaudeville busi- 
ness of this country, and in achieving 
this result he has also been greatly 
responsible for the tremendous pros- 
perity enjoyed, not only by the man- 
agers, but by the players themselves. 

Despite all that may be said to the 
contrary, it is doubtful if the real 
people who make up the programs of 
our vaudeville theatres have any 
grievances. Their salaries are, as a 
rule, enormous, and they are given 
the same protection by the managers 
as the latter have sought for them- 
selves.

Immediately on the right of the entrance Is 
the stairway to the offices of the manager and 
his staff.

The Style in Plays to Change—Historical and Girl Plays to 
Be the Vogue—Odds and Ends of Theatrical 
News from the French Capital 


We are going to have a new style In plays, 
so they say. Of course there are styles in 
plays just as there are styles for gowns and 
bats furbelows and these styles change, though 
not quite so often. 

Last year plays were built about middle-aged 
married women all madly in love with some 
man or other not her husband. The year before, 
nice, dear girls of sweet seventeen became in- 
sanely infatuated with 
The preceding year, husbands of pretty enough 
wives had affairs with other ladies, 
year before that. °* 
up? All these plays were risque to the 
line, and some of them, far from being pieces 
to which seminary girls should take their boxes 
of chocolates to eat, were naughty enough to 
make an old stager redden up a bit. 

This year, I’m told (though I won't believe it 
until I see it with my own eyes and hear what's 
said with my own ears) the mode has changed. 
Plays will be young girl plays. They will be 
nice, gentle affairs, harmless from start to 
finish; plays to which daughter might with 
propriety invite mother. 

In duty bound, I must say that the list of 
plays shown me does not fully bear out the 
Yeport. Still, historical plays are scheduled and 
I have seen historical plays, even in France 
that were decent. Savonarola is one of this kind 
of plays, for instance, and this piece will be 
seen here this year. Le Menage de Moliere, by 
Maurice Donnay, is another one of the historical 
productions on tap. Edmond Rostand’s ver- 
sion of Faust was put in among the historical 
pieces. Why? it would be hard to say; and 
surely this will be ef a nature in keeping with 
the promised new style play. Victer Hugo's 
Lacrezia Borgia is to be revived and this is 
eminently proper, the principal theme being 
poisen. 

Next in the list comes Bel Ami. Someone has 
drawn a play from Guy de Maupassant’s novel 
ef that name. Now if there’s one playwright 
in the world able to draw enough material 
frem Bel Ami to make one short play suitable 
for young girls, he ought to be presented with a 
pewter medal. 

Two more comedies are announced, the one 
named Rue de la Paix, the other Le Masculin. 
The former is by Abel Hermant, the second by 
Paul Hervieu. Perhaps Abel Hermant has taken 
the pledge and has perpetrated a play for 
young girls. but I will be pardoned if I doubt 
it. By the same token Le Masculin is perhaps 
free from stain, but we can not forget that the 
same pen wrote The Labyrinth. ‘‘Plays ef love 
and healthy emotien’’ are promised from the 
workshop of Henry Battaille and these may 
really be food for babes and sucklings, but we'll 
bet a nickel that. in spite of the name, Prime- 
rose, by Robert de Flers and Geston de Cailla 
vet, will be spicy as grandmother’s pickle jar. 
and that when it is adapted for the American 
stage, as it will be, some few cuts will have 
to be made. 

Still, I'm open to conviction. The listed play- 
let by Madame Edmond Rostand, entitled Un 
Un Bon Petit Diable (The Little Mischief would 
be a fair translation of this), can certainly 
be relied upon, when all others fair, as being 
a shockless, spotiess, sinless little thing, drawn, 
as it is, from the milk-and -water story by 
Madame de Segur. Young Maurice Rostand. 
trying to walk in papa’s footsteps, collaborated 
with his mother on this piece. 

And so it goes. Pierre Wolf has just fin- 
ished a three-act comedy, unnamed, to be 
produced at the Gymnase. It will be created 
by Huguenet, Garry and Mlle. Madeleine Lely. 
Saint-Georges de Bouhelier has written a play 
which he will call La Feerle Amoureuse, and a 
second entitled Les Esclaves. The Odeon may 


produce one of these. at least. perhaps both. 
| Albte Valabregue has been real busy during 
the summer and has brought back to Paris 


with him a fairy play in five acts, called Le 
Monde Ideal. Perhaps it were better to call 
this one an operetta, since there is to be con- 
siderable in the way of music.

Suggestions to 
Exhibitors 


For a very small expense an exhibitor could 
have a neat little program printed that would 
give the large clientele to whom it appeals, 
a far more concrete and surely more endur- 
ing idea of the plots or stories of his daily 
offerines. This would be apreciated and do 
away with the necessity for spoiling the illu- 
sion by transcribing on the screen the contents 
of letters and telegrams, with a view to 
clarifying in the spectator’s mind the mean- 
ing of the pantomime of the players. 

I have also observed that a very intelligent 
idea is put over throurh having the dialogue 
expressed by the movement ef the lips, ana 
any effort to improve on thig would be ef- 
fective in producine results hardly dreamed of. 
One of the great, potent features of cinemato- 
graphy is the fact that by reason of the ex. 
hibition of outdoor scenes, the spectator is im- 
pressed to the belief that they are ‘‘actualities’’ 
and the film companies seemingly will go to 
almost any endeavor and expense in this 
direction. Their efforts would be greatly en- 
hanced if the continuity of the pictures was 
not interrupted so frequently by what appears 
to be a herculean effort to ~reserve the illu- 
sion through these descriptive letters and tele- 
grams. A program could be printed giving 
the plots and descriptions of the films for 
an entire week. The spectators would ap- 
preciate an occasional interruption which would 
give them a chance to read these programs. 
The lighting up of the auditorium for three 
minutes would, in itself, be a gratifying fea- 
ture, for it would serve to expand the intimacy 
which must exist amon~ those who attend these 
neighborhood theatres frequently. 

The spectacle of a prettv little theatre lighted 
up while the audience is reading its pro- 
grams (and an invitation can be thrown on 
the screen) to the accompaniment of good 
music is surely inspiring. Even if this is not 
regarded with favor and my suggestion is not 
adopted, at least it may be the cause of re- 
ducing the frequent ‘‘explanations’’ on the 
screen and this can be effected by having ths 
Players carry on the dialogue, making every 
possible effort to carry over a concrete idea 
of that which the author and producer seeks 
to convey. I am absolutely sure that in the 
absence of the much needed talking picture, 
the problem can be solved far better, pend- 
ing its perfection, along the lines here sug- 
gested, 

Others, perhaps, far more scientific than my- 
self can better suggest an alternative way 
out of this difficulty, but the condition itself— 
as it exists—is one well worthy of the 


grasp 
of the best minds available to the art of 
cinematography.

The season has apparently broken into full 
swing, with an excellent variety of productions, 
all drawing capacity business. Thy Neighbor’s 
Wife at the Walnut Street Theatre found the 
sxreatest favor during its second week, and won 
unanimous praise. Margaret Anglin, in the 
sparkling comedy, Green Stockings, at the Adel- 
phi, also was given great praise, and the critics 
gave the actress a warm welcome upon her initial 
appearance in comedy.
